of Japan, 
a ctin g as legal ad v isers for their re­ 
sp ectiv e sides. 
W h ile the “b a se s’ 
of peace have been accepted by the 
plenipotentiaries, 
considerable 
detail 
rem ains 
to be 
w orked 
out in 
the 
elaboration 
of the 
articles 
of 
the 
treaty. 
T his is esp ecially true in re­ 
gard to the articles dealing with th e 
C hinese Eastern railw ay and the su r­ 
render of the le a se s of the Liaotung 
peninsula and Port Arthur and Talien 
wan (D alny). 
Mr. Pokotiloff, the R u s­ 
sian m inister to P eking, who was for­ 
m erly m anager of the R usso-Chinese 
bank at Peking and w ho has intim ate 
k now ledge of all th e details relating 
to those m atters, is a ssistin g Mr. Di 
Martens. 
A very anom alous situation ex ists 
as to the im pression created by the 
conclusion of peace. 
W hile the o u t­ 
side world applauds, in Jaran there i ; 
evidently great disappointm ent at the

in g have not been signed by the p leni­ 
potentiaries of the two powers.

T he follow ing statem ent of the J ap a­ 
n e se argument w hich governed their 
decision to w a iv e the question of in ­ 
dem nity can be accepted as authori­ 
tative: 
Japan realized fully she was m a k in g 
a sacrifice 
for peace, but sh e 
w as 
looking to the future. 
It w as not a 
question of w heth er the war coulcFbe 
successfully continued, but of w heth er 
peace was o p t m ore advantageous to 
Japan. 
Japan had already gained all 
sh e 
fought 
for. 
It was 
only 
the 
“ spoils of w ar” that 
rem ained, and 
having achieved the real ob jects of 
the war she could afford to forego thq 
spoils rather than be placed in the po­ 
sition of fighting for money. 
W h ile 
Japan believed sh e w as entitled to th e 
spoils she felt that her position w a s 
so strong, “her su cc e sse s so com plete, 
that she could yield without d etra ct­ 
ing from the force of her victory.

St. Petersburg. Aug. 31.— T he n ew s 
of the su ccessfu l 
com pletion of the 
preliminary n egotiations for peace at 
Portsm outh h as been 
received here 
w ithout m arked or even notable ex­ 
pressions eith er of satisfaction or dis­ 
satisfaction. 
Tranquility 
is 
perhaps 
the best term with which to con vey 
the sentim en t of practically all clases, 
including th e officials. 
The gen eral and 
pervading sen ti­ 
ment am ong the thinking elem en t is 
that Japan arrived at a recognition of 
the fact that it w as really im possible 
for R ussia to m ake any further con­ 
cession s 
for she 
desired 
to avoid 
arousing am ong the people at home 
sentim en ts which would co n stitu te a 
most serious m enace in the future. It 
is recognized 
here also that 
Japan 
realized the n ecessity 
for a lasting 
and stable 
peace and it is 
believed 
that the su cc e ss of the con feren ce w as 
due to the fact that both n ation s sin­ 
cerely 
desired to 
effect an 
under­ 
standing. 
The hope is expressed here that the 
sam e high spirit so n ecessa ry to the 
success a ch ieved at Portsm outh will 
obtain untTTThe work of the plenipo­ 
tentiaries has been finally concluded. 
To this feelin g can be ascribed the 
fact that th e m ore intelligent R ussians 
do not regard the outcom e at Ports­ 
mouth 
as being 
altogether a 
diplo­ 
matic victory or a su ccess won at the 
exp en se of Japan. 
T here are undoubtedly certain di­ 
vergencies of opinion am ong R ussians 
on one or another cf the points set 
forth in the preliminary peace under­ 
standings. 
T h ese divergen cies can be 
easily attributed 
to the ex istin g 
in­ 
dustrial conditions in R ussia, but it 
in 
no exaggeration to 
say that 
all 
clan .-es are deeply and sin cerely ap­ 
preciative of efforts 
m ade by P resi­ 
dent R oosevelt to bring about peace. 
Furtherm ore, 
the general and 
su s­ 
tained interest o* the A m erican peo­ 
ple in the entire m atter finds due rec­ 
ognition 
and 
full appreciation here. 
P residen t R oosevelt’s efforts it is said 
here supplied the lubricant n eeded to 
overcom e th e friction and to keep the 
m achinery of the con feren ce running 
to a su ccessfu l issue. 


Oyster Day, N. Y., Aug. 31.— “W his­ 
tle softly, w e are getting in to the thin 
timber, but we are not yet out of the 
woods.” 
This hom ely adm onition represents 
accurately President R o o s e v e lts view 
of the situation at Portsm outh. Peace 
is in sight, but yet 
is not an accom ­ 
plish ed 
fact. 
Profoundly as he 
is 
gratified 
at 
the 
results 
already 
achieved by the plenipotentiaries, the 
president realizes fully that the most 
important 
work 
rem ains y et 
to bo 
done. 
Until that is accom plished, it 
is sea reel} 
the part 
of w isdom , 
he 
thinks, 
to 
do 
more than 
“whistle 
softly.” 
The president has no definite idea 
how long the p lenipotentiaries may be 
engaged 
in the n egotiations 
of the 
treaty of peace. 
H e b eliev es that it 
ought not to take a great length of 
tim e, because the points of difference 
h a lin g been resolved, the incorpora­ 
tion 
of 
the 
tentative 
agreem ent 
reached becom es 
practically only a 
question 
of 
phraseology. 
The 
im ­ 
portance of the text 
of th e various 
sections of the treaty is not m inimized 
by the president and he appreciates 
thoroughly that ob stacles m ay arise 
at any m om ent that m ight delay se­ 
riously the negotiations, or possibly 
w reck them entirely. 
T he w’oods will 
not he cleared entirely until the treaty 
is signed and sealed. 
The place to be selected for the ap­ 
pending 
of signatures to the 
treaty 
raises a question of interest. 
It was 
assum ed prior to the m eetin g of the 
conferees that the treaty, w herever it 
might be negotiated, would be signed 
in W ashington and be know n here­ 
after as the 


“T rea ty of Washington,” 


as* 
the conference 
itself, 
although 
held at Portsm outh, is know n as the 
W ashington 
con feien ee. 
It is 
pro­ 
posed that the signing of the treaty 
take 
place at 
Sagam ore Hill 
as a 
com plim ent to President R oosevelt for 
his part in initiating th e conference 
and bringing it to a su ccessfu l issue. 
The treaty then would be known as 
the “T reaty of Sagam ore H ill” and 
would go down in history along with 
m any 
oilier 
important 
conventions 
which have been concluded at places 
other than continental capitals. This 
question 
lies wholly 
w ith the 
con­ 
ferees and it is likely to rem ain un­ 
determ ined until they practically have 
concluded their work. 
Crowned heads of the w*orld unite 
with distinguished sta te sm en of Amer­ 
ica and Europe in according the glory 
of peace betw een R u ssia and Japan 
to P resident R oosevelt.
